That Du Mom's Wife delivered to Monſicur Barbeſienx ſeveral Letters, which ſhe 
received from her Hushand whillt he was at Hanower ; and the Priſoner continuing 
his Correſpondence with him all the faid time, he engaged Pu Mont by Letters 
eſpecially thoſe dared the 2<tÞh and 25th of April and the 12thof May laſt, to come 
from Hanover to a Rendezvous at Uden in the Country of Ravefteyn, in order to ta 
a final Reſolution with the ſaid Priſoner and Leefdale concerning the manner of e: 
_— Delign : the Priſoner prefling Du Mont to halten his Journey, for & 
the King of England ſhould have occation to re-pas the Sea; the Priſoner adding 
withal, That he thould be mad it he tailed in his Buknefs. 

That the Priſoner, with Chanlax and — were agreed in what manner the 
Afſaflinate ſhould be committed on the P of His Majeſty , viz. That when the 
King ſhould ride along the Lines, or ſhould go our totake any View, or when the 
Army ſhould decamp, that Du Ment ſhouldlie in Ambuſcade, and when His Majeity 
ſhouid paſs within 100 Paces of him, he ſhould then fire upon the King ; Thar Chan. 
las (to whom Notice was to be given betore of the time) .ſhou'd be with 3<00 
Horſe at the Duke of Luxemburg*s Grand Guard ; "That the Priſoner had told Leef- 
dale, There wou'd be no danger tor him, ſince Du Mont had a Secret to charm 
Peoples Eyes, and at ali Adventures they two would kedy with thoſe who followzd 
the King ; and when every body was purſuing after D» Mont, they ſhould have 
time to elcape and fave themſelves, and carry the Account to Monſicur Chanla ; 
_ lictle concerned tham whether Du Adzne ſhould be taken or not, provided they 
eſcape themſelves 3 That the Priſoner and Leefdale received their laſt Orders 
from Chantas, who told them he was going to Mons, and chat they ſhould itay for 
him there. 

That the Priſoner and Leefdale went from P:rs the 1-th of April laſt, and arri- 
ved a few days after at Mons, having waited fome time for Monlicur Chanias's arri. 
val: and finding he did not come, relolived to go forward to the Rendezvous 
by the way of Bruſſels; That the Priſoner, as they were travelling on the way, 
told Leefdale, That their Deſign raking place, the Alliance among the Confederate 
Princes would be broken ; "That the Princes concerned would each of them re-call 
their Troops, and the Country being thereby left without Soldiers, the King of 
France would cafily make himſelf Maſter of it, and King Zames would be Reſto- 
red again. 

That the Priſoner with Leefdale went to the Mayery of Beiſledwe, and was ap- 
prehended at Eyndboven, | 

And whereas this Horrid Deſign is contrary to the Laws of God, of Nature, 
and of all Nations, and ought for the deterring of others from the like Machina- 
tions to be puniſhed with the greateſt Rigour: The faid Court-Martial, having 
with mature d&iberation Examined and Conſidered the whole Matter, have thought 
fit to Judge and Declare, as they do hereby Declare, the Priſoner to be Guilty of 
High-Treafon, and do Condemn him to be Drawn on a Sledge to the Place of 
Execution, there to be ed on a Gallows ; To be cut downbefore he be Dead; 
His Body to be opened, and his Bowels taken our and burntz His Head to be ſer 
upon a Pole; His Body to be Quartered ; And the tour ers to be hung 
where His Majeſty ſhall think fit. And do further declare all his Eſtate to be Contiſcated, 
and Condemn him to bear the Charges and Colts of this Trial. Given and pronoun-
